BOYAL COMMISSION APPOINTED 


Montreal, Que., June 1.—[Special.]—The 
bitterest fight in the history of admiralty 
courts is likely to spring from the investiga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence disaster. Already 
marine interests, navigators, and officials 
are at issue, one side charging that Capt H. 
G. Kendall of the Empress was to blame, 
the other accusing Capt. Thomas Andersen 
of the Storstad. 

Each commander almost unqualifiedly 
places the responsibility upon the shoulders 
of the other, Capt. Kendall maintaining that 

his ship was practically motionless and that 

thé Storstad blundered into the Empress 
despite repeated warnings. Capt. Kendal! 
ie supported in his story by his passengers 
and to a large extent by the survivors. 

Capt. Andersen declares that the Empress 
Was moving at a good speed,” and that its 
tapid headway prevented the Storstad from 

: plugging the hole it made. 


Give Storstad Credit. 

“A lot has been said incriminating the 
Norwegian steamer Storstad in that wreck, 
but there certainly will be in this story, as in 
every Other, another side to it, and it is bound 
to de shown pretty soon.“ 

With these words, says a dispatch from 
Quebec, five members of the corporation of 
pilots for ships below Quebec expressed their 
vie on the dispute between the captains 
of two colliding ships. 

The consensus of their opinion was that 
the- Empress simply crossed the path of the 
collier after seeing its port lights on its own 
port side, not two miles distant, shortly be- 
fore the fog bank set down between them. 
The statement continues: 


Deny Collier Was Idle. 

“ There has been some talk of the Storstad 
lying idle a mile and a half from the sunken 
Empress, but Mr. Pouliot and another of 
our pilots, Joseph Thivierge, were on the 
Eureka when it steamed out to the rescue, 
and they say that when they got there the 
Storstad already had some bodies on board 
They only hed a crew of twenty-seven, you 
know, but, man, they did wonders. 

“Now for the responsibility of the col- 
Nsion, it is up to the inquiring commission- 
ers to get to the bottom of the thing, but 
there is this to say now, and it is that there 
is a good deal less blame to be cast on the 
collier than is shoved its way now. 


Royal Commission Named. 
A royal commission of three was appointed 
today to investigate the collision. 

The three men who will comprise the inves- 
tigating tribunal are Sir Adolph Routhier, 
judge of the Court of Admiralty of Quebec: 
„the Hon, Ezekiel McLeod, chief justice and 
fudge of the Admiralty court of New Bruns- 
wick. apopinted by the Canadian govern- 
ment; and George L. Vaux of the legal staff 
of the British board of trade. Mr. Vaux 
jailed trom England today to be present at 

‘the hearings, which will begin June 9. 


Mrs. Andersen Tells Story. 

Mrs. Andersen, wife of the captain of ths 
Storsta d, told her story today. 

She said the captain was called from his bed 
‘Friday night by the mate because it was 
foggy. Her husband called her to come on 
deck. —— while she was dressing the collision 

ace. 

“Capt. Andersen told me he was trying to 
keep the Storstad in the hole and that if the 
liner had not been speeding they would have 
stuck together for a time at least,“ said Mrs. 
Anderson.

“I think it was five minutes later that I 
heard screams and cries, and I shouted to my 
husband: ‘0, they are calling.’ At first it 
‘eeemed as if the cries were coming from 
shore. The captain gave orders to go in that 
‘@irection and proceeded very slowly. Every- 
where around me now I could hear screams. 

"My husband gave orders to send out all the 
uteboats, and that could not have been ten 
‘minutes after the vessels had collided. 

After the rescued passengers were on board 
Mrs. Andersen went among them with stimu- 
‘lants. All the cabins were packed with 
‘shivering survivors in scanty attire.

He sald the most searching Inves- 
tigations of the district by his sleuths haJ 
failed to uncover one resort. 

The authors of reports and charges of red, 
red, and rampant vice in the Wilson avenue 
region were absent from the meeting. Re- 
peated telephone calls were made to gain the 
attendance of Douglas C. Gregg, president of 
North Shore council No. 10, the new local 


| organization of the Committee of Fifteen. 


Mr. Gregg recently presided at a meeting 
at wl ch vice remedies for the district were 
discussed, 


Proof Is Demanded. 

The meeting was informal and snappy. 
Property owners and real estate men stood 
in challenge for proofs of the existence of 
vice in their community. 

Charlies F. Henry of Regelin, Jenson & 
Co. opened his office at 4603 Broadway, after 
dinner, spread out a copy ofa morning news- 
paper as “‘ exhibit A on his desk, and wait- 
ed for the crowd to gather. Mr. Henry was 
in absorbed but unadmiring attention to a 
cartoon of a mephistopheleen person depict- 


Fed as a neighbor of mast anybody on the 


north side. 

“Understand you have a méeting here to- 
night, the first man to enter remarked. 
What is it all about? 

About that—isn’t it enough? he replied, 
indicating with an aggressive index finger 
the satanic person in the picture. 


Thrasher Discerns Motive. 
Mr. Thrasher appeared as an invited 
guest. 

“You will have to go deeper than you are 
now to get at the bottom of these reports 
attacking the district.“ he remarked. Then 
his voice rose to emphasize his next remark. 

There has been a determined, persistent. 
pernicious effort to discredit the true reform 
movement for the purpose of reopening the 
red light district. 

The facts are, for six months we have 
beén having reports about the ‘ horrible 
conditions in the Wilson avenue district. 

Four or five times 1 have sent men out 
here—and I think I have some of the dest in- 
vestigators to be had—and they have been 
unable to locate a single house of ill fame or 
assignation in this district. 


Driven Out 1,500 Women. 

It anybody can show me ten houses of 
ill fame in any residence district in Chicago 
I will prove that seven of that ten were there 
before the attack was made on the segre- 
gated district, Mr. Thrasher continued. 

Since we began hammering on the red- 
light district on the south side more than 
1.800 immoral women and 1,000 hangers-on 
have been routed. They have gone some- 
where, and we find that most of them have 
left the city.

The canvas walls of the Primitive Church 
of Christ,“ a tent mission on a vacant lot at 
California and Wilcox avenues, flapped in 
the breeze last night. 

The Rev.“ L. V. Roberts was exhorting 
the congregation which packed the tent. 


Seven or eight of his assistant missionaries 


were corroborating his remarks. It is one 
of the rules of the primitive church that 
all of the missionaries speak at once. 

Nearly a thousand persons were standing 
outside the tent. There were nearly as many 
within. 

Detective Sergeants Jacob Simon and Philip 
Carroll forced their way through the crowd 
and informed Roberts he was under arrest. 

The charge was disorderly conduct, pre- 
ferred by friends of a sick man in the next 
block. They said the noise was killing him. 


Pounce Upon Policemen. 

Several missionaries, men and women, 
leaped upon the policemen. Women pulled 
off their hats and tore their clothes. Roberts 
assisted. Spectators joined in the fracas and 
the policemen were compelled to call for heip. 
Policeman Thomas Burns and Andrew Car- 
roll, who were traveling beat, turned ina riot 
call. 

Then they attempted to rescue Simon and 
Carroll, who were being pummeled by the 
crowd. They in turn were set upon. 

Oliver L. Kennard, one of the missionaries, 
set fire to the tent. The crowd surged out 
from beneath the flaming canvas. 

Two patrol wagons were backed up and 
nine of the struggling, clawing, scratching, 
biting missionaries were bundled into them.

RULING BY FEDERAL COURT 
BACKS UP MOVIE CENSORS. 


Judge Sesman Denies Petition of Film 
Men for Injunction to Restrain 
Funkhouser’s Experts. 


Federal Judge Seaman yesterday denied a 
petition for an injunction to restrain the city 
from censoring moving picture films. In 
denying the petition Judge Seaman said he 
followed the law as laid down by former 
court decisions in the United States District 
courts, but he made it plain that this would 
not interfere with his judgment in the Court 
of Appeals.

“Shall the right of censorship, which has 
been borrowed from Russia, be engrafted 
into the laws of this country? Are we to be 
governed by the divine law as expressed in 
the ten commandments or must our morals 
be censored or regulated dy some pompous 
political accident temporarily ¢lothed with 
the brags buttons of police authqrity?

200 FACE COURT TODAY. 


Chief of Police Gleason wants warrants 
issued for all dog owners who allow their 
animals to run at large without muzzles. 
Upon receipt of reports showing that forty- 
one persons had been bitten since Saturday 
he announced a plan for more rigorous ac- 
tion against the responsible owners.

The summons method is unsatisfactory, 
for after the summons is issued it is sent to 
the bailiff’s office and a deputy bailiff who 
doesn’t know the neighborhood of the man 
he’s looking for is sent out with it. There 
have been a large number of returns not 
found,’ and in general this procedure is alto- 
gether too slow.”

READY TO QUIT PARLEY.

Keen Observers of Crisis Believe 
Wilson and Bryan Will 
Have to Back Down. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 1.—[Special.]— 
The crisis in the mediation procéedings be- 
tween Mexico and the United States is at an 
acute stage. The three South American 
diplomats and the American delegates have 
reached an absolute deadiock, and nothing 
further will be done on either side before a 
solution to the latest difficulty has been 
found. 

After conferring for more than two hours 
Saturday night and an hour and a half this 
morning on the issue in dispute, namely, the 
participation of Gen, Carranza in the media- 
tion conferences, Justice Lamar and Fred- 
erick W. Lehmann have not been able to in- 
duce the mediators to view the situation in 
the light in which the state department at 
Washington would like to have them see it. 


Mediators Will Refuse to Budge. 

Ambassador Da Gama of Brazil and Min- 
isters Naon and Suarez of Argentina and 
Chile are positively determined to yield 
no more to the Mexican revolt leader than 
to Mr. Bryan. Persons who are close to 
the mediators declared tonight that the 
three envoys will positively refuse to re- 
verse their position, regardiess of any 
pressure which may be brought to bear 
upon therm 

It was peinted out that the mediators have 
adopted this attitude not only for the good 
of Mexico but also to protect their personal 
dignity. ‘They are unanimously of the opin- 
ion that Carranza was offered every oppor- 
tunity to enter the conference on the same 
footing and at the same timeas Gen. Huerta, 
and that he should have availed himself of 
this opportunity at that time. The fact that 
he flatly rejected their invitation was keenly 
\felt by the three diplomats. 
Despite this fact, however, Carranza would 
bé welcome today would he consent to rest 
on his arms and assist the mediators in their 
task of restoring peace in Mexico. But not 
until he does consent to suspend all hostili- 
ties will his representatives be receiveg at 
the conference now in progress here. 


Envoys Ready to Quit Job. 

According to those who are in the best po- 
sition to know what is happening behind 
closed doors of the conference room, the 
mediators have yielded no ground te the 
United States state department. 

So determined are they to bar Carranza 
that they are prepared, if necessary, to luter- 
rupt the conference and to return to Wash- 
ington, leaving to others the task of finding 
a solution to the intricate problem which 
has engaged so much of their time and en- 
ergy and to a partial solution of which they 
had already arrived, 

After the conference held this morning be- 
tween the mediators and the delegates of 
the United States, Mr. Justice Lamar made 
the following statement: 

We have had a conference this morning 
in which we continued the discussion of 
a point about which we had not agreed 
on Saturdey. The matter is still under 
discussion. But we found in our talk 
this morning that we were not so far 
apart in our construction of certain 
phases and we are still hopeful.

Dr. Urrutia, the former minister of the in- 
terior, which were not otherwise disposed of, 
although he had proceeded to the United 
States. 

According to the reports in. Mexico City, 
Senora Huerta and her sons Went to Puerto 
Mexico several days ago on a special train, 
escorted by palace guards. They boarded the 
Ypiranga there and remained in seclusion 
during the steamer's stay in that port. 

Gen Funston said this might be possible, 
as no attempt had been made to ascertain 
who was aboard the steamer. It was re- 
ported also from the capital that Senora 
Huerta drew from the bank 1,000,000 pesos 
before she started. 


Huerto Off to Puerto MexicoP 

Still another report from the capital had 
it that President Huerta himself had left 
for Puerto Mexico several days ago in a 
sleeping car, with trainloads of the Twenty- 
ninth infantry ahead and behind. 

These reports are generally not credited 
here, but are viewed as interesting and as 
showing a general belief in the capital that 
Huerta may secretly depart at any moment. 

In connection with the unloading of arms 
from the Ypiranga at Puerto Mexico 
what purports to be a copy of the instruc- 
tions cabled to German Minister Von Hintze 
in Mexico City and the commander of the 
German cruiser at Vera Cruz by Baron von 
Hellweg, German foreign minister, are in 
possession of Americans and Englishmen 
in the capital. This cable reade substan- 
tially as follows: | 

* Advise the masters of German merchant 
vessels to land all cargoes of any nature 
whatever in Mexican ports, even under the 
guns of the American fleet.” 


Accept Bond for German Ships. 

The agents of the Hamburg-American line 
have presented a bond of $506,317, United 
States gold, as a guaranty of the payment 
of the fines of the Ypiranga and the Bavaria. 
The bond is acceptable to Capt. Stickney, 
collector of the port, and the two steamships 
will be allowed to proceed.

The only feature of the campaign was the 
fight between Connolly and Meredith for the 
senatorial nomination on the Democratic 
ticket. This fight eclipsed that of Cummins 
and Savage on the Republican ticket. Mere- 
dith was slaughtered in the eastern coun- 
ties and received little support in the west- 
ern section of the state, where the farmers 
remained in the fleld to complete their work.

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RAILROAD PROPERTY er 
IN TWO SOUTHWEST SIDE FIRES 


Car Makers Lose $117,000 When 
Flames Spread Through New Stock 
in Their Huge Building. 


Two fires on the southwest side yesterday 
destroyed railroad property and a car build- 
ing plant valued at $117,000. 

The plant wae that of the International 
Car company, a structure three blocks long 
and 300 feet wide, at Forty-second and 
Loomis streets. It was a one and one-half } 
story frame building, and in it at the time 
the fire started were about 100 cars, many 
new and others newly repaired. None of 
these cars was saved. 

The flames, after breaking through the 
roof of the structure at the southwest end, 
spread south of the plant to several cars 
loaded with meat owned by the Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger company, packers. Em- 
ployés of that corporation, with streams of 
water, succeeded in extinguishing the flames 
there after a $2,000 loss. 

Freight cars on the Pennsylvania railroad 
to the west of the car plant were scorched. 
The fire was discovered by a pedestrian. 

The other fire started about the same time 
in a string of freight cars on the tracks of 
the Pennsylvania railroad at Sixty-sixth 
street and Hamlin avenue. Switchmen said 
the fire was started by sparks from a passing 
Panhandle locomotive. The loss was $15,000. 


THINKS FOREIGN JUDGES ‘EASY’ 


Criminal Chief Justice Brentano Sees 
Less Severity than in U. S. Courts 
on European Trip. 


Judge Theodore Brentano, chief justice of 


the Criminal court, yesterday took up his 
work after a sojourn abroad. Visiting Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and Italy he observed 
more pomp and less severity in the courts 
there than in America. 

Prisoners over there get off very easy for 
what we consider heinous crimes, he said. 
The judge remarked on the linguistic quali- 
fications of the bench abroad. 

In one case I heard the first lawyer ar- 
gued in German, closing counsel replied in 
French, the decision was rendered by one 
judge in French and the other two con-

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A state constitutional convention offers the 
only adequate means of “ unscrambling the 
conglomerated mass of legislative jumble "’ at 
Springfield, in the opinion of Mrs. Grace Wil- 
bur Trout, president of the Illinois Se pe 
Equal Suffrage association. She gave her 
views to men and women of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward Republican club last night. 

The meeting, which was held in the as- 
sembly hall of the Graeme Stewart school, 
Kenmore and Sunnyside avenues, unani- 
mously adopted a resolution, proposed by 
former County Judge Lewis Rinaker, urging 
the full franchise for women. This fo the first 
action of the kind taken by a ward club and 
follows closely the lead of the state Repub- 
lican conference at Bloomington last week. 


Wants Politicians Respected. 

Mrs. Trout told of her experiences at the 
state capital during the fight or the suffrege 
law and said she had discovered that poli- 
ticlans as a whole are sincere and honest, 
and do the best they can with the “ clumsy, 
antiquated machinery of lawmaking. 

„Wo all realize, she said, “ that the city 
and state method of doing business would 
be thrown into the rubbish heap by any 
up to date commercial establishment.” 

She advised men and women to get to- 
gether in the effort to make the word poli- 
tleian a term to be respected rather than 
to be sneered at.

ALL THE TRUTH. 

Upton Sinclair’s graphic letter to John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., published in full in Tun 
TRIBUNE, forms an indictment against the 
operators of the Colorado mines, the author- 
ities of the state of Colorado, and the public 
morale of that state. Facts are charged by 
Mr. Sinclair—and others, it must be said 
which, if true, are a disgrace to the men re- 
sponsible and to the community in which 
they existed. To ascertain the truth and 
to deal with the situation are duties which 
must be performed. Colorado, coming after 
West Virginia and Michigan, has an ac- 
cumulated force upon the American con- 
science. 

But Mr. Sinclair i his challenge 
by centering it on young Rockefeller. It 
is true the latter assumed responsibility for 
the policies of the officers of the leading 
corporation. It ig true the influence of the 
Rockefellers is enormous. It is true young 
Mr. Rockefeller himself bears a heavy share 
of responsibility. But the people, we sus- 
pect, are tired of the Rockefellers as a 
scapegoat, and are likely to feel that Mr. 
Sinclair is making an appeal to a traditional 
hatred in singling out young Rockefeller for

TYPHOID CAN BE BARRED. 


EREAFTER any man who has 
typhoid fever does so because he 
has chosen to have it. The choice 
may be roundabout and uncon- 
scious, but it is a choice just the 

same. The United States army has proved 
that no one is compelled to have this dis- 
ease. 

For a century the best governed Ger- 
man cities have striven to reduce their 
typhoid rate by cleaning up the filth. They 
spent billions of dollars on garbage dis- 
posal, sewage disposal, and other cleans- 
ing processes. They got their rates down 
to less than five. 

The United States army kept clean, but 
did not stop there. It added vaccination 
and the typhoid death rate dropped to 
the German five, and, instead of stopping, 
went on down to zero. 

— 


There are three standards for measur- 
ing typhoid in an army—the death rate per 


100,000, the typhoid! sickness rate per 100,- 


000, and the typhoid disability rate. About 
the best death rate sanitation alone has 
ever been able to give was 19, in 1907. 
Typhoid vaccination was made compulsory 
in 1911. The typhoid death rates were: 
1911, 11; 1912, 3; 1913, 0. 

The case rate under sanitation alone 
was at its lowest in 1908, when there were 
294 cases among each 100,000 troops. In 
1911. the rate was 80; 1912, 26; 1913, 3. 

The number of cases and deaths from 
typhoid in the army in the United States 
was: 1909, *73 cases, 16 deaths; 1910, 
129 cases, 9 deaths; 1911, 44 cases, 6 
deaths; 1912, 18 cases, 8 deaths; 1913, 2 
cases, no deaths. 


— 

In 1912 five of the e.-hteen developed 
typhoid within a week after enlisting. Ia 
1913 both the cases of typhoid got sick 
within a week after enlisting. Of the 
$1,000 United States troops serving abroad 


in 1913 only one died from typhoid. That 8 


death occurred in China. 

Maj. Russell says the noneffective rate 
is “the truest statistical measure of the 
loss of efficiency from any disease.” This 
rate as applied to typhoid is the propor- 
tion of each 1,000 men excused from duty 
each day because sick of typhoid or con- 
valescent after typhoid. 

The nonefficiency rate in 1908 was 5; 
in 1918, .008. The 1908 rate was 167 
times as high as that in 1913. 


— 


Sometimes the certainty of some incon- 
venience from the re:aedy is larger or 


seems larger than the chance of the greater 


suffering from the disease. Men chose to 
take the risk. Typhoid in an army is 
such a curse that officials do not allow 
the men to choose. 

The figures quoted above are not for one 
year. The experience has lasted three 
years. There are 100,000 men, abont, in 
the army. Say 200,000 men ‘have been 
vaccinated. No harm has resulted. 

Under the circumstances would it not 
seem wise for a few million of our people 
who are taking a chance to change their 
choice? 


BLOOD PRESSURE DIET. 

Mrs. R. J. A. writes: ‘fWill you kindly tell 
what is the best diet for one who has too high 
blood pressure, or what f to avoid? What 
causes cheeselike substance in the tonsils?’ 

REPLY, 

1. In the main, high blood pressure is the re- 
sult of the wear and tear of the experiences of 
life, However, in many people there are a few 
pcints added on the scale, the result of tempo- 
rary conditions, and therefore responsive to treat - 
ment, Dieting is sometimes of service. The usual 
advice is to have the diet fo.low the line of diet 
for obesity—a decrease in the quantity of food 
aten « light evening meal, and a special limita- 
tion of desserts, sweets, and bread. If any 
article of food induces fermentation or other trou- 
bles it should be eliminated. 

2. There are small, cavelike spaces in the ton- 
afls, ‘Lhese fill up with food, bacteria, and dead 
tissue cella Such collections are the cheese- 
like substances to which you refer. They should 
be cleaned out aystematica‘ly. Sometimes it must 
be done by a physician, sometimes it can be done 
by the person affected, Sometimes the substances 
can be pressed out with the edge of a spoon; some~- 
times @ vacuum apparatus is used; sometimes « 
kt ife. '

Qnly a small test tube full is required. 
theory is that the placenta [as well as the 
other products of conception) are foreign bodies in 
the human body. The human body prepares chem- 
ical substances which have some immediate effect 
cn the placenta and finally causes it to loosen and 
be expelled. The Aberhalden test is a test for 
these protective chemical substances. 

The test is given by the blood serum almost im- 
mediately upon the beginning of pregnancy, Just 
how dependable the test is, is not yet fully settled.

KEEP BABY OFF FEET. 

Mrs. A. G. T. writes: “I have a boy 16 
months old and he is bow-legged. Is there 
any cure for it, or shall I have to think of 
braces? What is the cause of a child being 
bow-legged when neither parent is?” 


REPLY. 


Bowlegs are not inheritable in a proper sense, 
The condition results from trying to walk when 
the leg bones are not stiff enough to bear the 
weight without bending. 

Therefore to prevent bowlegs two policies must 
be pursued: 1. Children must not be encouraged 
to walk before their legs ate ready. 2. The feeding 
must be such as will harden the bones. This con- 
sists of giving vegetables, fruits, and good milk 
enough to prevent rickets and scurvy. Feeding 
lime does not help materially. The policy for you 
to pursue is to keep this boy off his feet.

ING VICTOR EMMANUEL, who, 

while an excellent rider, has never 

until now displayed any particular in- 

terest in horse racing, has been 380 

much moved by the fine showing made 

by “his cavalry officers in the various inter- 

national horse shows, and by their feats of 

equestrianism in Italy—feats that have at- 

tracted much admiration on the part of for- 

eign war departments—that he has decided 

to do all in his power to improve the breed of 
Itallan horses. 

With this object im view he has announced 
his intention of doubling the prize given each 
year by the sovereign to the winner of the 
Italian derby, to increase the value of the 


prizes which he hag been in the habit of giv- , 


ing for other races, and, last but not least, 
to start a racing stable of his own and breed 
rave horses on a large scale. His colors are 
about to be registered both in Italy and 
abroad, and it will not-be long before they will 
be seen on foreign as well as on Italian race 
courses, 

The only other sovereign who has registered 
his racing colors is King George V., who, like 

is father, King Edward, and like George IV., 
maintaine a racing stable and also a large 
farm for the breeding of race horses. It is 
probable, however, that when the German 
crown prince comes to the throne he will fol- 
low the example of his brother monarchs of 
Great Britain and Italy in this respect; for 
héis very fond of horse racing and some years 
ago attempted to start a racing stable, buy- 
ing four or five horses as a nucieus. But his 
father, thé kairer,; who does not care for 
horse racing, took exception to the matter 
and the crown prince was obliged to get rid 
of his horses before they had had a chance 
of carrying his colors to victory on any race 
track. 

— 

The majority of European sovereigns seem 
to fear that their prestige would be im- 
paired in the event of their horses being de- 
feated in any race. That there is no real 
foundation for any such apprehension per- 
haps is bést shown by the cxperiences of 
King Edward VII. and of George V. 

Their comparatively rare victories always 
nave been received with a great display of 
popular emthusiasm, while the frequent de- 
feats of their stable invariably have called 
forth manifestations of widespread sympathy 
and regret, There are few men—or women 
lor that matter—in whom the taste for sport 
is not more or less strongiy developed. Fora 
monarch to participate on terms of equality 
with his subjects in such a popular sport is 
to bring him into closer touch with his peo- 
pie and to establish a stronger bond of union 
between them and himeelf. 

~~ 

Of course there are certain dangers. Thus, 
if a sovereign is on the turf and races his 
own horses, it is necessary that his stable 
not only should be above reproach, but even 
above the slightest shadow of suspicion. Ne 
stable. however, is impregnable against con- 
nivance onthe part of underlings. It isa peril 
to which every owner of a racing stable is ex- 
posed and it is not always possible to con- 
vinee bettors who have lost heavily that there 
has not been some collusion between the 
jockey, the trainer, and the owner. 

George IV., indeed, suffered severely in this 
connection and was actually exposed to the 
indignity of having his trainer and his jockey 
warned off the turf by the stewards of the 
Jockey club. 


— 

There is only one oriental ruler that I re- 
call who ever went in for horse racing and 
that was the late Khedive Ismail Pasha. 
Under his reign there were some very fine 
annual horse races at Alexandria. He caused 
his colbrs to be registered and ran horses of 
ais racing stable at every meeting. On one 
‘eccasion, when there was a race for gentle-

in Egypt at the time, and passionately fond 
of steeplechasing, to ride one of his (the 
khedive’s) horses in a race. 

Lord Vivian, who was short, spare, and | 
extremely horsey looking, appeared at the 
track arrayed in the typical jockey outfit. | 
with cap and silk shirt of the khedivial racing 
colors. Much to his own mortification, but 
to old Ismail’s secret delight, Lord Vivian 
and his mount reached the winning post at the 
tail end of the procession. 

Queen Victoria was extremely angry when 
she heard about the matter and not only 
caused Vivian to be reprimanded officially 
by the foreign office in London, but likewise 
conveyed to him through members of her 
court related to him the sense of her dis- 
pleasure. She had it pointed out to him that 
the dignity of her representative could not 
but suffer in oriental eyes by donning the 
garb of a jockey and by riding, not a mount 
of his own, but one belonging to the ruler 
to whom he was accredited and to whom he 
had been repeatedly called upon to address 
gevere remonstrances in her name; that un 
der those circumstances he should have been 
wo ignominously beaten in the race, instead 
of winning it, was adding insult to injury. 

Had it not been for the intervention of in- 
fluential relatives of his at court, Lord Viviap 
undoubtediy would have been recalled and his 
diplomatic career ended. As it was, he was 
pardoned and lived to die as British ambassa- 
dor at Rome. 


—— — — 
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Lord Dysart, after having spent a very 
large sum of money in defending and estab- 
lishing the exclusive right—which he and 
his predecessors in the earldom have enjoyed 
since the reign of Charles I.--of ferrying peo- 
ple across the Thames between Twickenham 
and Petersham, and, after having won his 
case, now has made an offer to the London 
county council and to the municipal authorij- 
ties of Richmond and Twickenham, to pro- 
vide a public service of ferry boats ‘free of 
cost, as far as he is concerned, the county 
council and the municipal authorities being 
at liberty to impose any charge that they may 
see fit and to keep the money. The only 
thing that he stipulates is that the title of 
his family to the franchise of the ferry shall 
remain unprejudiced by this concession on 
his part. 

Lord Dysart adds that he never has de- 
sired to interfere with any legitimate means 
of conveying members of the public across 
the river. If he brought the recent suits fo 
establish the ancient rights of his house to the 
ferrying, it was because they were part and 
parcel of his entailed property in which he 
has only a life interest and which he is bound 
to hand down unimpaired to his successors, 
Moreover, that while he was willing to accord 
rights of ferrying to the county council and 
to the municipal authorities of Twickenham 
and Richmond, he could not and would not 
permit private individuais to set up ferries 
across the Thames without hie leave and 
in violation of his three centuries’ old pre- 
rogatives.

DISAPPOINTED WITH HOME RULE 
BILL. 

Chicago, May 27.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Reading the provisions of the home rule 
bill, I cannot see what there is for our Chi- 
cago Irishmen or those of Ireland to be jubi- 
iant over. I cannot see how or why the Irish 
party agreed to this bill It is a burlesque, a 
travesty on @ pariiament. The chief reason 
for which Parnell sought national self-gov- 
ernment for Lreland was to end the law of 
entail and give the land to its cultivators in 
fee. That has already been accomplished 
over two-thirds of the isiand: It was not 
compulsory and there remain many stubborn 
landlords who refuse to Sell. 

Privileges of universities cannot be inter- 
fered with. Trinity college is one of the stub- 
born landlords above referred to, and its ten- 
ants in Kerry have petitioned in vain for the 
right to purchase their holdings Is this one 
of those privileges? 

Surrounded by highly developed industrial 
nations, the Irish believe it is imperative that 
a tariff be imposed; one high enough to se- 
cure, to a large extent, the home market to 
industries and manufactures not yet estab- 
lis hed or financed. 

The original bill restricted thie duty to 10 
per cent; a very weak protection to infant 
industries, or, rather, unborn industries. 

The bill a8 further restricts this 
power (if I i it rightly) in that the Irish 
cannot impose a tariff on anything not al- 
ready taxed by the imperial parliament. 

The Irish parliament may impose and 
modify certain taxes (not the income tax), 
but it cannot collect or dispose of those taxes. 
They must go to the imperial treasury and 
a moiety will be returned to Ireland for gov- 
ernment expenses.

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TURMOIL REIGNS IN BALKANS | 


Fighting and Outrages Continue 
as Much as During War.

BATTLE OVER RELIGIONS. 


Various Factions Accuse Each Other 
of All Sorts of Crnelties. 


LONDON, June 1.—The troubles of Mexico 
and Ulster nave wholly overshadowed public 
interest in the near east during recent months. 
But the formal ending of the Balkan war has 
brought no rest to that long suffering region. 
Thrace, Macedonia, and Albania are boiling 
with racial and religious strife. Stories of 
fighting, of persecution, and of massacres 
come to the London papers from many cor- 
respondents. 

The changes of boundaries and of sover- 
eignty which resulted from the peace treaties 
and the launching of Albania as an autono- 
mous state are responsible for the new era 
of struggle and butchery. Every power con- 
cerned in the new allotments is trying to im- 
press not only its laws but ite own state 
2 upon those who have become ita sub- 

ects. : 

Forcible “ conversions by wholesale seem 
the order of the day. Between the Christian 
and the Mussulman dispensations, between 
Greeks, Turks, Bulgarians, Roumaniana, 
Servians, and Albanians there ie little choice 
of standards of civilization. 


Turks Driving Out Greeks. 

The Turkish government is determined to 
drive the whole Greek population from 
Thrace, according to accounta from Greek 
sources. It has organized a campaign of op- 
pression which is making life impossmble for 
people of Greek affiliations in the country 
about Kirk Kilisse, Lulu Burgas, and all the 
land which Buigaria conquered in the first 
war and lost through the final treaty. By 
Greeks is meant the adherents of the Greek 
church. 

Irregular troops, who get their living by 
boot, and bands of so-called brigands, all 
supposed to be acting under inspiration from 
Constantinople, are overrunning the country, 
Burning villages light the sky as during the 
days of war; cattle and sheep are driven 
away; pillage and ravishing go on. Athens 
reports that 25,000 refugees have arrived at 
Saloniki by ships, and that 15,000 more are 
waiting on the ooast to get away. 

The head of the Greek church at Con- 
‘stantinople persuaded the British ambasea- 
dor to remonstrate with the sublime porte, 
and ordere were telegraphed to the local go 
ernors to repatriate all refugees 


Jews of Saloniki Victims. 

The Greek government, on its part, does 
not lack enterprise at oppression, if wit- 
nesses from non-Greek sources be credited. 
Restrictive laws against the Jews in Saloniki 
have been made so strong that 80,000 are leav- 
ing that once prosperous port. Both the 
Greeks of Thrace and the Jews of Saloniki 
were the most prosperous peoples in those 
communities and their expulsion means dis- 


+ aster and ruin to both.

Federal Court Decision Gives Stand- 
ard and Midway Companies Entry 
to $250,000,000 Properties. 


Los Angeles, Cal., June 1.—A withdrawal 
order by which William H. Taft, while presi- 
dent in 1909, exempted from entry govern- 


ment lands in California variously estimated | 


in value at from $250,000,000 to $1,000,000, 000, 
was declared invalid in a decision of Judgé 
Maurice T. Dooling of the United States Dia- 
trict court of San Francisco, which reached 
Los Angeles by mall today. 

Judge Dooling's decision nullifies the order 
by which the former president planned to 
provide a great source of fuel for the Amer~ 
ican navy by exempting the oll land from 
entry by private locatora, and gives to the 
Midway Oil company and the Standard O 
company, the principal defendants, undis- 
puted possession. 

The application for an order restraining 
the defendants from further use of the land 
and for a receiver is denied. 

Judge Dooling’s decision today in effect 
was the same as that rendered by the court 
in Wyoming. It is not expected, therefore, 
that the government will appeal the Call- 
fornia cases.

Vocational Training. 


ASHINGTON, D. d., June I—Natienal 

grants to the states for vocational 

education are recommended in the re- 

port of the commission on national 

ald to vocational education which was 

submitted to congress today. A bill authoris- 

ing these grants was introduced in the senate 

today by Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia, 
chairman of the commigsion, 

Seven million dollars—the cost of one frst 
class battleship—as a maximum annual appro- 
priation for this purpose is advocated by the 
commission. This amount is to be reached by 
a graduated scale in the year 9124 and ip to 
be made annually thereafter. It is provided 
that in the year 1916 $1,500,000 be appropriat- 
ed and that each year thereafter a stipulated 
increase be made until the maximum is at- 
tained. - 

This money is to be expended under careful 
federal supervision for the salaries of teach- 
ers, supervisors, and directors of agricultural 
subjects and of teachers of trade and indus- 
trial subjects and for the training of teachers 
of vocational subjects.

The wild cherry has had great repute, which 
has helped to make the fortune of some of 
the patent medicine makers, although the real 
thing may have played but small part in the 
products. In a medical book published in 1863 
the virtues of the wild cherry are stated as 
follows: 

“Thisc is undoubtedly one of the most valu- 
able of our indigenous plants. The bark 
unites with a tonic power the property of 
calming irritation and diminishing nervous 
excitability. It is pecullarly suited to the hec- 


tic fever attending scrofula and consumption, 


owing to the reduction of excitability which 
it induces, it is supposed, by the hydrocyanic 
acid contained in it. Dr. Wood speaks 


of the employment of the wild cherry in the 


general debility following inflammatory fever. 
It is valuable, also, in dyspepsia, attended with 
neuralgic symptoms. The bark is indicated 
whenever a tonic is necessary, from impalr- 
ment of the constitution from (a long list of 
diseases).” 

Following this statement is some informa- 
tion about cherry combinations of value, and 
the statement that infusions from the bark or 
preferably from the root must be made with 
cold water, as boiling impairs the medicinal 
properties.

Here is an old recipe for cherry cordial, 
once considered a delectable drink and a great 
medicine: 5 

CHERRY. CORDIAL (South Carolina recipe 
of sixty years ago)—"‘ Fill a vessel with cher- 
ries; cover with whisky. After several weeks 
pour off all the clear liquor, and press the 
cherries through a sieve. Put into the juice 
thus pressed out five pints of brown sugar 
(no measure of other quantities mentioned), 
and boil with sirup enough to sweeten the 
whole demijohn. Pour flvepints of water on 
the thick part; boil and strain.”
